Claims 1-20 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: 

1) Passing the stream though a filter, wherein the "filter" is a bulk, particulate filter 
medium, as disclosed at [0020] or "conventional filter medium," e.g., activated 
carbon [0034]; and 

2) ) Passing the stream though a filter, wherein the "filter" is a structured product 
the function of which is to mechanically separate particulates from a fluid, as 
disclosed for example, at [0031], e.g., sock filter or embedded in at least three of 
the patents incorporated by reference in this application, e.g., 6159379 ("filtration 
with various types . , . membranes"), 5601721 (Pneumapress dewatering filter), 
and 4915928 ("precipitated elemental selenium . . . can be recovered using . . . 
filtering"). 



The species are independent or distinct because filtration by (1) does not suggest or 
disclose (2), and filtration by (2) does not suggest or disclose (1). Applicant is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is 
traversed.
